'Hie JnTestigatlon into the management of 


the last presidential contest, now going on 
in Washington, still attracts public atten- 
tion. When the movement was inaugurated 
it was felt to be full of peril, and the beet 
men of all political parlies were opposed to 
its prosecution. The country had passed 
through so many dangers and was still in 
such sore trials, that it wai hoped to avoid 
additional burdens, and steer clear of fresh 
complications. It was well 
understood 


that 
tbo originators had 
no less an 


object In Tiew than tho overthrow of 
President Hayes, aud the instalment of a 
successor cf opposite political faith, and it 
cannot bo denied that this is still their pur- 
pose. But the good Eense of tbo people baj 
already put this out of the power of the 
agitatorj, and Democrats and Republicans, 
both iu and out of Congress, agree that tbo 
title of the chief magistrate is not in ([iiesUon 
arid cannot be affected. Tho plans of Blair, 
Field and Springer have already signally 
failed, and there is no possibility that theso 
men can accomplish tho original purposo. 
Whatever else is done it is settled that there 
will ho no change in the presidency. 


Tho investigation then, sinks to o level 


wilh numerous others that have boon con- 
ducted by Congress where wrong doing was 
suspected* If it be simply to find out who 
has been guilty of Berime .at the ballot box, 
and to punish them, no one need object. 
Such criminals ought to ho ferreted ont 
and punished. In fact tho [people demand 
it. A fall, fair ' and honest investigation 
into the alleged frauds of the last election 
may bo of great service in tho future. 
But 


it must not be a partisan inquiry in the 
interest [ft candidates and factions, and 
should not bo confined (o one locality nor 
one set of offenders. Now that the work 
has beeu begun, let it bo eilensivo and 
thorough. 
Iiet 
the 
political 
rascals 


on both sides be found out and punished: 
Which party will suffer most by such an 
inquiry it is impossible (o toll, it is'proba- 
blo that neither will win any credit, for it 
is not donbtcd that intimidation, fraud, 
and bribery were practiced or 'attempted 
in many instances. Indeed numerous facts 
of this kind have already come to tho 
knowledge of the public, and it is not like- 
ly that tho whole train has been told. 
Both houses of Congress are now at work 
in this direction and further developments 
may be eipocted. Were we suro that the 
whole is not gotten up for political effect 
at the next contest we should bo glad to 
have the work go on. No one should ob- 
ject to a genuine, honest and .complete in- 
vestigation, and none but the rascal will 
be afraid of it. But it is evident that neither 
party at Washington desires such an in. 
qulry. It is simply a game of hido and 
leek on a largo scale, and we shall br/noua 
the wiser nor better when tho work is 
over.
